A formal 
ratification of the surrender took 
place in Berlin yesterday.

Eisenhower Said Kennedy 


Action Violated 


Regulations 


(By The Associated Press) 


Edward Kennedy, whose Reims 


dispatch to the Associated Press 
Monday gave the first eyewitness 
account of the German surrender, 
made today his first direct state- 
ment concerning the story and 
denied in a separate message that 
he had "admitted any breach of 
confidence." 


Kennedy, chief 
of the AP's 


western front staff, has been un- 
der suspension since Monday, and 
Sen. Eisenhower, in a telegram 
to Kent Cooper, executive director 
of the AP, said this was "due to 
self-admitted deliberate violation 
of 
S.H.E.A.F. regulations 
and 


Breach of confidence." 


Kennedy distributed his state- 


ment to correspondents accredited 
.0 S.H.E.A'.F. and tbe Paris press, 
't was the first time . Kennedy, 
speaking directly for himself, had 
presented his case. Previous efforts 
of the AP, made in direct mes- 
sages to its Paris bureau and also 
to Gen. Eisenhower, had failed to 
obtain a statement from Kennedy, 
who, under the suspension, was 
not permitted to communicate di- 
rectly \vilh his home office. 


His statement said: 
"I saw the representative of the 


existing German government sign 
the agreement of uncondition sur- 
render.

frontiers of Japan have been pro- 
tected by the Rhine, that the 
death throes of the Third Reich 
are the first spasms of Japan's 
own death agony, and that Japan 
without Germany is in much the 
same unenviable position as a tor- 
toise without its shell. 


Coincident with the collapse of 


Hltlerdom, the Japanese have suf- 
fered another capital blow, ob- 
scured by the fast-moving events 
of Europe, in being routed from 
Burma. By this great victory the 
back door to China once more is 
opened for the movement of vita 
supplies from the outside world. 
The great port of Rangoon again 
is in Allied hands, and ships from 
the Indian Ocean will be able to 
steam up the Irrawaddy river to 
Mandalay where their cargoes can 
be transferred to trucks for the 
journey over the famous Burma 
Road to Kunming and Chungking.
